In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re-

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Glenburn School Committee, Town Officials, Tax- 
payers and Parents, I submit the following report: 


The 1969 budget request for the operation of the Glen- 
burn School Department represents the results of con- 
tinuous study and planning by school personnel and the 
School Committee. The School Committee feels that the 
recommended financial support is necessary to insure the 
quality of educational opportunities and related services 
desired by the citizens of Glenburn. While our resources 
will prevent us from being a leader of educational innova- 
tions, we are making every effort to provide a good, basic 
educational program for our children. 


As one analizes the budget, it becomes apparent that the 
difference between the 1968 and 1969 budgets of $24,850 
represents a 16.4% increase, which is not, in itself, dis- 
_ proprotionate to a normal growth pattern, particularly in 
view of the increase in tuition rates. The assessment dif- 
ference of $26,858, however, represents an increase of 58%. 
This obviously reflects an inflationary trend, and an unusu- 
ally high tax burden this year. To be specific, part of the 
reason for the small subsidy increase is due to the fact that 
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State subsidies have not kept pace with current costs. 
There is a bill currently before the Legislature to raise the 
Foundation Program Allowance from $290 per pupil to 
$450. If this were enacted this year, the town of Glen- 
burn would receive increased subsidies of approximately 
$23,000, enough to offset most of the assessment increase. 
The second reason is that increased State valuations have 
increased the amounts the towns have to raise before sub- 
tracting from the Foundation Program. (20 mills x state 
valuation has to be raised locally before computing the 
Net Foundation Program). We were affected consideraby 
on this point, more graphically than many surrounding 
communities. Our 1968 valuation of $1,000,000 was in- 
creased to $1,500,000, an increase of 50%. All things being 
equal, it is generally true that for every $1,000,000 in- 
crease in valuation, the subsidy loss approximates $20,000. 
Whereas our subsidy increased $500,000, we can concur 
that we lost $10,000 in subsidy for this year. The third 
and obvious reason is our built-in costs. While one may 
argue that we are spending too much on schools, let me 
point out some pertinent statistics regarding the fiscal 
vear 7-1-67—6-30-68: 


Elementary Expenditures 


State average costs per pupil $ 359.81 
Glenburn average cost per pupil $ 256.84 


To have met the average expenditures per pupil last 
year, we would have had to raise an additional $27,810 
(270 pupils x $102.97). 


On the other side of the picture, it has long been recog- 
nized that statistics can be used to obtain any result one 
chooses. There are a number of reasons why our costs are 
down, the foremost being that we have not provided the 
special services common to many systems, such as special 
teachers for art, music, physical education, etc. In es- 
sence, we have provided only the basics. On the other 
hand, an analysis of the property tax burden in Penobscot 
County in 1967 reveals that in terms of expenditures of 
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the tax dollar by medium-size county towns, Glenburn 
ranks 11th out of 19, with 57% of its resources allocated 
to education. This, in itself, shows that the Glenburn 
citizens are making a modest effort in this direction. Our 
current State support is based on 73.8% subsidy. The local 
effort is correspending at a level of 26.2%. For every $1.00 
we spend, providing we are meeting the Foundation Pro- 
gram Allowance of $290 per Elementary student, the State 
will return 73.8c. 


In anayzing our proposed budget, one finds that the 
increase in the 210, 610 and 1,410 accounts, dealing with 
salaries of teachers, custodians and the increases in tui- 
tion costs amount to $28,692, approximately the same as 
our assessment increase. The 110 account, dealing with 
Administration shows a $1,248 decrease due to increased 
State Subsidy toward the Superintendent’s salary. It should 
be noted, furthermore, that with a “budget” increase of 
only $24,850, we will not have the revenues we had last 
year, due primarily to a smaller end-of-year balance, We 
have also held the line, or, in many cases, reduced our 
budgetary requests, due to the heavy demands on salaries 
and tuition payments. While the programs will not be ad- 
versely affected to any degree, little progress will be 
made either. The 1410 account shows a large increase of 
$13,971 due to two factors; namely, the net increase of 
21° pupils and the large increases in tuition rates by all 
schools except Hermon. There is also a large increase in 
the 610 account relating to the custodian’s salary and 
length of service. The School Committee recognizes that 
with the additional rooms and need to improve custodial 
services, more time will have to be alloted to perform 
these services. With a large investment in a school plant, 
it is false economy to “skimp” on daily maintenance. 


Undoubtedly, the first reaction to increased teachers’ 
salaries is that “they have gone high enough”, or “nobody 
should expect that kind of increase year after year.” Or 
the most common comment, “we have got to draw the 
line somewhere.” These viewpoints are valid, and, I sub- 
mit, shared by members of your School Committee. The 
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only problem is that as long as we are operating schools, 
we will have to have teachers, and to attract and retain 
competent teachers, it is absolutely necessary to stay with- 
in $200 to $300 of competing school districts in terms of 
salary schedule. The state average beginning salary is over 
$6,000 for next year. An examination of the schedules be- 
ing offered by the districts we compete with clearly in- 
dicates that while the effort is very great on our part, 
it is merely holding the line as far as the other districts 
are concerned. To answer the question, “when are salaries 
going to level off?” my suggestion is by having all the 
towns and cities in a geographical area bind together in 
a collective manner. Through collective action there is 
hope, to stand alone is hopeless. One might also ask, “are 
we getting our money's worth out of each of our teach- 
ers?” I do not know what a teacher is “worth,” nor does 
anyone else. We do know what the market demands in 
terms of beginning salaries, however. The original ques- 
_tion can be debated for hours, both philosophically and 
from a business standpoint, but I doubt if there would 
be a uniform agreement. 


I want to express my appreciation to the members of 
the School Committee, Mr. Gagnon and Mr. Young, the 
Elementary School faculty and the citizens of Glenburn 
for helping make this a fine year.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Service in 
Glenburn for the year 1968 


The public health nurse provided your community with 
a generalized nursing service. She gave service to indi- 
viduals and families in their homes, at school, in state op- 
erated clinics and in other service settings. 


Your public health nurse assisted in the promotion and 
maintenance of health, in the prevention of disease, and 
gave care to children with crippling conditions. 


The nurse admitted eight new families to public health 
nursing care and eighteen families were retained from 
1967. Your nurse made home visits to twenty-eight indi- 
viduals. The list below presents the number of patients 
visited and the number of visits completed by the type of 
case:

One. child was referred to his family physician for a car- 
diac evaluation, The child was referred by the family 
physician to the Division of Crippled Children’s Service, 
Cardiac Clinic. 


Three school immunization clinics were planned with 
the town officials and school health committee, The fol- 
lowing list presents the total number of pre-school age 
and school age children who completed their immuniza- 
tions. Michael Majka, D.O., was the attending physician.
